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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 17-29 to 
an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1 7-29 have been cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/22/03 was filed same with 
the mailing date of the present application. The submission is in compliance with the provisions 
of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the 
examiner. 

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed

the device interface to pass second data between the second plurality of arrays and the host 
interface as recited in claim 1. 

Claims 2-16 are therefore allowed because of their dependency on claim 1.
